A.  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Com- 
missioner  of    Public   Works  for  the   year 
ending  June  30,  1894.  page  137,  shows  that 
on    the    21st    Deuember,      1891,     the    sum 
of    ONE    HUNDRKD    AND    NINETY- 
TWO      THOUSAND      DOLLARS      had 
been     paid   to   Mr.    Berger,     for     repair* 
to  the  Coxirt  House  at  Montreal  and  that 
a   further   sum    of   $105,000  !md  been    au- 
thorized  before  that   date   and   has   since 
been  paid. 

The  same  page  uIko  reveals  the  fact  that 
since  the  21st  of  DecemlKT,  that  is  to 
say,  since  the  i)n>sent  Government  came 
into  power,  .\  sum  of  |421,198  had  bi-en 
paid  for  tho  completion  of  the  Court 
House. 

On  page  142  wo  learn  that  for  reijuiring 
and  enlarging  alone  the  Huin  of  ^71S„')00 
had  been  spent  up  to  September  24th,  1804; 
tliat  there  was  a  claim  pending  for  a  fur- 
ther .$100,000  and  that  the  worlc' wa.s  not 
ciHiipU'tod. 

When  the  present  Government  took 
iioia  of  iitiairs  M.  Uergrr  was  in  eharse  of 
\  he  Wiivks. 

So  soon  as  tho  Government  was  sure  of 
■.ts  majority  it  adopted  moans  hitherto  un- 
known in  the  Chamber  by  which  it  gave 
two  new  men  a  tl'.ger  in  the  pie;   to  wit, 


Emmanuel  St.  Louis  of  Curraa  Bridge 
fame  and  Ludger  Cousineau,  well-knowr. 
amidst  the  Tories. 

These  gentlemen  spent  in  extra  work 
the  sum  of  $468,2r)0.00,  of  which  they  pock- 
eted twenty  i)er  cent,  or  $93,(500  at  least. 

When  Mr.  Nantel,  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  got  well  seated  in  his  plac- 
he  did  not  seem  to  bi*  very  anxious  about 
the  repairs  to  tiie  Court  House  going  on 
until  he  wa.s  furninhed  with  all  tlxe  details 
"connected  with   the  worlis." 

Orders  were  given  to  Mr.  Berger  to  stor 
and  he  was  to  have  no  further  money  until 
the  fullest  inforniatinn  had  been  given. 
Vet  in  spiie  of  all  this  on  February  19, 
1S92,  some  days  before  the  elections  just 
iu  the  mid.-t  of  the  fiL'ht,  Mr.  Nantel  seem.^ 
to  h.ive  suddenly  regained  his  conHdonce  in 
Mr.  Berger,  for  lie  wrote  to  !Mr.  Ijesago 
the  following  letter;
